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COMFORTING ONE ANOTHER.

“Who comforteth us in all our tribulation, that we may 
be able to comfort them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are comforted of God.” 
II. Cor. 1: 4. 

In this life all are subject to trials, temptations, and 
sorrow. “Man that is born of woman is of few days, 
and full of trouble.” ‘‘Man is borr unto trouble as the 
sparks fly upward.”’ These troubles come in various 
ways, and they affect people differently. Some grow 
bitter and rebellious under them, while others become 
gloomy and despondent; but some are humbled and 
made more prayerful and Christlike. This comes from 
the different spirit in which persons look at the afilic- 
tions of life. Some feel that God is unjust and cruel 
in permitting them to be afflicted, others are spiteful 
because afflictions interfere with their carnal pleasures; 
but the Christian looks at them as the wise discipline 
of a loving Father, and they lead him to a higher life. 
With David he can say, ‘Before I was aftlicted I went 
astray; but now have I kept thy word. It is good for 
me that I have been afflicted, that I might learn thy 
statutes. I know, O Lord, that thy judgments are right, 
and that thou in faithfulness hast afflicted me.” This 
is the language of a Christian, and it is only froma 
Christian standpoint that we can look at the afflictions 
of life in this light. : 

God is not indifferent to the sufferings of his children. 
He does not leave them to their own resources to meet 
the afflictions of life. “Like as a father pitieth his 





children, so the Lord pitieth them that fear him. For 
he knoweth their frame; he remembereth that we are 
but dust.” Paul realized this in his own experience, 
and with feelings of the deepest gratitude he exclaimed, 
“Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of mercies and the God of all com- 
fort; who comforteth us in all our tribulation.” Paul 
had been subjected to great trials, but God had com- 
forted and sustained him in them all; and he would 
comfort his brethren in their afflictions with “the com- 
fort wherewith” he was “comforted of God.” 

Many of the blessings of Godare general. He sends 
them upon all men, righteous and unrighteous; but he 
confers special blessings upon his children suited to 
their wants. Thesunshine, rain, air, and earth are en- 
joyed alike by all the vegetable kingdom; but each 


| plant draws from them just the food its peculiar nature 


requires for its sustenance and development. Thus it 
is in the kingdom of grace. God confers his spirit and 
grace upon all of his children; but he imparts special 
comfort to each one as their condition requires. He 
has special dealings with each soul, and each one has 
his own peculiar experience. One is comforted and 
strengthened by one class of truths and promises, and 
another by other considerations. 

One design of God in comforting his children is to 
teach them how to comfort others. They know what 
brought peace, strength, and comfort to their minds, 
and they can comfort others by the same topies of con- 
solation. They can tell them how the Savior dealt with 
them, and what promises and truths gave them com- 
fort in their troubles, and in this way help them out of 

| their difficulties. It is only by personal experience that 
we are able to comfort others. The man who has never 
experienced the consolation that there is in Christ can 
not impart it to others; but he who knows the pardon- 
ing love of Christ, the comforting influences of the 
Holy Spirit, and the inspiring power of the divine 
promises can comfort others by the same sources of joy. 
The man who has learned, from experience, what con- 


}] viction and pardon of sin is knows how to comfort those 
}| who are in the same state of mind; for he can tell them 


what truths and promises brought peace to his mind. 
When young Luther was under deep conviction of sin, 
his mind in darkness, and not knowing what to do, he 
was led into the light by an old monk who had passed 
through the same experience, and been “comforted of 
God.” He told him how he found peace of mind by 
thinking on the article of faith which says, ‘“‘We believe 
in the forgiveness of sins.’ This led Luther into the 
light, and he was “comforted of God.”’ The old Chris- 
tian monk comforted him “by the comfort wherewith 
he himself was comforted of God.” Millions have been 
“comforted of God’ in the same way when laboring 
under the burden of sin, and seeking the,light. 

Among the most stinging and hardest, to bear with 
patience of the afflictions of life, is the slanderous 
tongue of the jealous and revengeiul who seek to injure 
us by trying to blacken our character. Their lies are 
like the sting of the mosquito. They do not make great 
wounds, but they are terribly annoying, and make us 
very nervous. We could bear greater injuries with 
more fortitude and patience. Only those who have 
passed through such an experience know what it means, 
and such as have “been comforted of God” in this afflic- 
tion can strengthen others in like circumstances. A 
lady who was suffering under the stinging lash of a slan- 
derous tongue was comforted by another who had suf- 
fered in the same way who said to her, “I was comfort- 
ed when unkind and untrue things were said about me 
by remembering how small all these would look to me 
twelve months hence.” This was a new and comfort- 
ing idea to the suffering one, and enabled her to throw 
oft the burden and. find peace in the thought that ina 
little while the storm would blow by, and all nature 


would smile again in the glad sunlight of a cloudless 
day. Another, when suffering in the same way, was 
comforted by one who had endured thé same afiliction 


: 


saying to her, “I found comfort in the thought that God 
is just, and he will right all wrong. I am suffering now, 
but he will vindicate my character; for he knows that 
I am innocent. I rested in this, and he has taken care 


of me.” This comforted the afflicted one, for it led her 
to trust in God’s wisdom, goodness, and justice; and 
this is a safe refuge. 

Sometimes we are troubled with doubts, and they dis- 
turb our peace of mind. Doubts of Christ, doubts of 
the Bible, and of a future life come up in our minds. 
We can not tell why, but it is a sad affliction with many, 
and makes their life miserable. God does not leave his 
children in this darkness, but in some way he always 
sends light, and comforts them. Those who have been 
thus “comforted of God” can comfort those who are in 
this troubled state of mind. A theological student 
once called on Dr. Archibald Alexander, in great dis- 
tress of mind, doubting whether he had been convert- 
ed. The Doctor said, “My young brother, you know 
what repentance is, what faith in Christ is. You think 
you once repented, and once believed. Now, don’t fight 
your doubts; go all over it again; repent now; believe 
in Christ now; that’s the way to have a consciousness 
of acceptance with God. I have to doboth often. Go 
to — room and give yourself to Christ this moment, 
and let doubts go. If you have not been his disciple 
be one now. Don’t fight the devil on his own ground. 
Choose the ground of Christ’s righteousness and atone- 
ment, and then fight him.” 

One of the saddest afflictions of life is the death of 
dear friends, and no one knows what this means but by 
experience. Paul had such an experience. He had 
seen loved ones die, and had wept over their graves; 
but God had comforted him, and he had found peace 
through faith in his promises. This enabled him to 
comfort others when sorrowing over the graves of those 
near and dear to them. Some of the members of the 
church in the city of Thessolonica had lost friends by 
death, and were mourning in hopeless despair; but 
Paul comforteth them with the truth and promises 
that had comforted him in the death of his friends. 
“But I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
pap them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope. For if we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. For this we 
say unto you by the word of the Lord, that we which 
are alive and remain unto the coming of the Lord shall 
not prevent them which areasleep. For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God; 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first; themwe which 
are alive and remain shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air; and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort 
one another with these words.” They were to bring 
these glorious truths and these bright prospects before 
their minds, in order to alleviate their sorrows. They 
could help each other to understand the promises of 
Christ, and to keep them before their minds. In this 
way they could comfort each other in their bereave- 
ment. 

Christ teaches us both by precept and example to seek 
to comfort the sorrowing with “the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of God.” That he might 
be able to fully sympathize with and comfort us he took 
upon himself our nature, “bore our griefs, and carried 
our sorrows.” The same spirit should fill all our hearts, 
and this would prompt us to speak words of comfort to 
the bereaved. A king of Lydia had a son dumb from 
from birth. So he grew to manhood. He went with 
his father, whom he deeply loved, to fight the Persians. 
A soldier was about to slay the king before the eyes of 
his son. Fear and love unloosed his tongue, and he 
cried, “Spare him; he is the king!” Love for the un- 
fortunate and suffering should unloosen our tongues. 

The tender, loving spirit of Christ will lead us to feel 
a spirit of sympathy towards even the erring and sinful, 
and awaken in our hearts a desire to save them from 
their sinful life. “Is she a Christian?” asked a cele- 
brated missionary in the East, of one of the converts 
who was speaking unkindly of a third party. “Yes, I 
think she is,’”’ was the reply. ‘Well, then, since Jesus 
loves her in spite of that, why is it that you can not?” 
The rebuke was felt, and the fault-finder instantly with- 
drew. Some days later, the same party was speaking to 
the missionary in a similar spirit about another person. 
The same question was put, “Is she a Christian?” Ina 
half-triumphant tone, as if the speaker was beyond the 
reach of gunshot this time, it was answered, “I doubt 
if she truly is.” “Oh, then,” rejoined the missionary, 
“TI think that you and I should feel such a tender pity 
for her soul as to make any harsher feeling about her 
impossible.”” This was the spirit of Christ who was 
anointed “to bind up the broken-hearted.” 





RHODE ISLAND AND MASSACHUSETTS CON- 
FERENCE.

The recent session of the Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts Christian Conference just held at Swansea, 
Mass., was one of the pleasantest and most profitable 
which it has been my privilege to attend. As a visitor, 
representing the New York Eastern Christian Confer- 
ence with Bro. Weeks and Sister Haley, and specially 
intrusted in association with Bro. Tillinghast to guard 
the interests of the Biblical School, my situation was 
such as to afford a favorable opportunity to judge of 
the general working of affairs. 

The Swansea Church is one of the oldest and 
staunchest in the conference. It coversa wide area of 
valuable farming lands in close proximity to good 
markets, and its people is known far and wide as of 
good repute for prosperity, loyalty to their church, and 
bountiful hospitality. Dr. Osborn, their pastor, the 
president of the conference and also of the American 
Christian Convention, is a large man of large heart, in 
whose wisdom the churches of New England peculiarly 
confide. 

A special interest attended this session, for it was, as 
one might say, the year of jubilee—the semi-centennial 
of the organization. The attendance was unusually 
large, and would .have been larger still but for the for- 
bidding skies and lowering September storm which 
clouded the second and third days of the session. The 
first day was devoted to reports, election of officers, and 
the delivery of a fine historical address by Dr. Osborn, 
the president, reviewing the circumstances attending 
the formation of the conference, and its subsequent ex- 
periences for the fifty years of its existence. Accord- 
ing to his statement only one. of the original members 
of the body, the Rev. William Shurtliff, still survives. 

Tuesday evening was rendered memorable by a ser- 
mon from that faithful veteran, the Rev. A. G. Mor- 
ton, now aged eighty-two. His praise is in all the 
churches. He entered the pulpit with Bro. A. A. 
Morton, his grandson, minister at South Portsmouth, 
who read a hymn. But Bro. Morton himself, as if to 
repel all association with the weaknesses of age, read his 
own Scripture lesson, offered his own prayer, and 
preached a very impressive sermon from the text, “For 
I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ.” Rom. 1: 
16. May he long be spared to preach his weekly Sab- 
bath sermon on Salisbury Hill. 

Wednesday, business was resumed, and reports of 
ministers, churches, and Sabbath-schools continued. 
The Rev. T. S. Weeks, of New Bedford, was the 
preacher of the afternoon, and gave a clear and forci- 
ble sermon from the text, “Arm yourselves with the 
same mind.” I. Peter 4: 1. Painting with graphic 
imagery the characteristics of Christ’s mind, he exhort- 
ed his hearers to faithfulness and zeal in attaining the 
like disposition. The editor, Bro. Jones, in the even- 
ing preached an able and powerful sermon from the 
text, “‘And he went on his way rejoicing.” Acts 8: 39. 
As the editor will probably be out of his sanctum, en- 
gaged in his mission for the Publishing House when 
this paper arrives, I shall have the liberty to say what 
he might erase if this fell under his eye, that during 
his flying visits East the brethren have acquired a very 
favorable opinion of Bro. Jones, both as a preacher 
andasaman. We like his spirit, and his devotion to 
the work of our people. 

Thursday opened with vigorous discussions on many 
items of business. The cause of temperance brought 
out ringing addresses from Bros. Coe, Tillinghast, 
Weeks, and Miller. There is no doubt about the tem- 
perance feeling of this conference. It hates the rum 
traffic from its very soul. It goes further. It puts 
away tobacco, and by act: more than resolution discour- 
ages itsuse. During all the session I did not catch a 
minister, member of conference, or visitor, who lighted 
a pipe or twirled a cigar or exhibited inclination to 
rumination and expectoration by aid of a quid. Some 
such thing there may have been, but it was not given 
me to see it, and to my knowledge the personal habits 
of these brethren in these respects are highly com- 
mendable. 

The Biblical School came in for its share of atten- 
tion when Bro. Weeks, the conference agent to super- 
vise collections in the churches, presented his report. 
He reports some $175.00 as the fruit of his labor, with 
responses from nearly every church. This is as it 
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should be. Be the business interests of the day de- 
pressing, still general affairs should not be neglected. 


A small contribution is better than none, and the small 


contribution from every church will make large con- 


tributions as the gathered stream falls into the general 


treasury. 

Three subjects of vital interest were broached, and 
important action taken. Under the resolutions on pub- 
lications, the subject of the HERALD and the Publish- 
ing Hlouse debt received a thorough canvass from every 


side. Past difficulties were recalled, and the present 


outlook measured. Bros. Summerbell, Jones, Tilling- 


hast, and Miller discussed the resolutions. As a result 


the conference decided to bear its part heartily with the 
brotherhood in paying the debt, and the floor was given 


Bro. Jones to receive pledges. In alittle time $500 00 


was secured, and before Bro. Jones took the train he was 
assured that Rhode Island and Massachusetts would 


not rest satisfied with covering less than a thousand of 


the thirteen thousand five hundred to be raised. 

The question of organization of the General Conven- 
tion also provoked discussion, which however was all 
in one direction—that of closer affiliation and more 
business-like methods in administration. The confer- 
ence follows the lead of the Miami, and urges on the 
executive board of the convention the propriety of 
raising a representative committee to present such 
amendments to the organic law and the forms of pro- 
cedure of the Quadrennial as shall give that body great- 
er force, influence, and efficiency. 

The work of the Foreign Mission was also taken up, 
and the appointment of Bro. Z. A. Poste as missionary 
to Japan was commended. To render the action prac- 
tical, Sister Gustin was appointed agent of the confer- 
ence to organize Woman’s Missionary societies in all 
the churches. 

The conference receives this year one member, the 
Rev. O. J. Wait, who is pastor of a thriving little 
church in the eastern part of Fall River. Age does 
not tell on Bro. Wait, who is now much younger than 
some who admit less than half his years. 

Sermons on Thursday afternoon and evening were 
delivered by Bro. B. F. Clayton and Sister Haley, both 
of which were highly spoken of. Taken as a whole, in 
attendance, in harmony, in devotional earnestness, and 
in laying out future work, the conference was a com- 


plete success, giving promise, if it holds this course, of 


making more history the coming half century than 
during this first fifty years.

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A GREAT QUESTION.—No. 11.

In the second chapter of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
the writer says of Christ: ‘Forasmuch then as the 
children are partakers of flesh and blood, he also him- 
self likewise took part of the same; that through 
death he might destroy him that had the power of 
death, that is, the devil; and deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime subject to bond- 
age.” 

The Scriptures fully recognize the existence of “the 
devil,”’ though some philosophers, in the profession of 
Christianity, are bold to deny that part of scripture 


teaching. Professing to take the Bible as a rule of 


faith, and at the same time denying what is very 
plainly taught therein, their position is certainly ab- 
normal. In the above quotation from the second chap- 
ter of Hebrews, ‘the devil’ is not only recognized as 
an existence, but as having had ‘the power of death.” 
The death there spoken of is defined by the literal 
fact of Christ’s death. Christ never died a moral 
death. If that had been possible Satan would have 
effectually triumphed by it. But it was not so. Sin 
had brought death; but Satan, or the devil, making 
use of the serpent, had induced the sin. Up to the 
hour of Christ’s death on the cross there had been no 
resurrection to immortality—not one in all the thou- 
sands of years from the creation. This great question 
of life and death is pivoted upon that point. The res- 
urrection of Christ was the grand defeat of death and 
the devil. It could not be accomplished without his 
death, which was the death of his body, not the death 
of his spirit nor moral death. 

On the evening of his betrayal Jesus said, ‘Now is 
the judgment of this world; now shall the prince of 
this world be cast out. And I, if I be lifted up from 
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the earth, will draw all men unto me. This he said, 
signifying what death he should die.” John 12: 31-33 
After that, in the same evening, he said to his disej- 
ples, “Henceforth I will not talk much with you; for 
the prince of this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
me.” John 14: 30. 

A Bible-people, during thousands of years past, have 
held and taught that a satanic existence, by our blessed 
Lord and also by his apostles called “the devil,” in- 
spired the serpent asa medium—instrumentality—to ir.- 
duce disobedience to God's command in Eden. But 
lo! unbeliefamong men who profess to take the Bible 
as a rule of faith—“an infallible rule’ —strikes boldly 
against it. Is it a question of interpretation? a ques- 
tion of opinion? or a question of the veracity of the 
Scriptures? I leave it to the wondering or the wise, 
Nevertheless what the Bible very plainly teaches, pro- 
fessedly Christian men deny. How comes it? 

Spanning the Bible ages from the first Adam to the 
second Adam the same tempter lived, designing death 
both to the typical Adam and to the antitype; and in 
type and antitype alike—death of the body. Therein 
the type holds true in the antitype; and how cau any 
in reason deny it? They who claim any other death 
than that of flesh and blood or physical death to the 
first Adam (as consequent upon his being ‘‘tempted of 
the devil,” as in Matthew 4: 1, Mark 1: 13, and Luke 
4: 2 Jesus is declared to have been; and Adam’s sin 
following.the temptation) destroy the type. The type 
was not in the transgression, for the second Adam did 
not disobey. Both the first Adam and the second 
Adam were “tempted of the devil,’ and each sut- 
fered death, the first as type of the other. Low is it 
possible, when death in the antitype could not have 
been other than the death of flesh and blood, or phys- 
ical death, to hold any moral death as typical of the 
physical death of Jesus, which can not be mistaken? | 
ask as one willing to learn, and not wishing to be in 
error. 

The doctrine which I have ecilled in question, | un- 
derstand to have for its second chapter a denial of the 
existence of a devil, or any resurrection of the body, 
or anything of the body. It is, verily, a great question. 
Great is the truth. Error is not its equal.

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GODS LAW OF GIVING. 


Time is demonstrating one truth more clearly per- 
haps than any other, and that is, that the basis of 
all divine law for man is found in man’s own personal 
needs, and tends to his own practical good. By some 
mysterious, and we had almost said diabolical, process 
ot reasoning, this truth has been sadly perverted, even 
by Christian thinkers, so that we have come to regard 
obedience to God’s suggestions or commandments as a 
self-denying way of rendering him and his church, or 
the world, service. Weare apt to think of obedience 
to God as a mild form of slavery. We do not realize 
that by taking hold of God’s thoughts and will for us, 
in any law he formulates, we actually seize life on the 
highest possible vantage-ground for ourselves, and 
move forward with all that is possible to us of success, 
pledged to us by all laws, moral, physical, and intel- 
lectual. Here in this failure lies the secret of the slow 
on-coming of the millenial day. 

We care at present to touch only one of God’s grand- 
est laws—a law alike for the individual and for so- 
ciety, either in church or state—the law of giving. 
Nothing in the record of his life so illustrates the 
divineness of Christ’s character as his superhuman and 
Godlike power of giving. Nothing so proves his un- 
likeness to men. To epitomize his life one might say 
it was one long record of absolutely unselfish giving. 
There is not a hint from his birth till his disappear- 
ance from mortal eyes of the least personal self-seeking. 
Then, as soon as the apostles are baptized by his spirit, 
the same divine law controlsthem. Absolute consecra- 
tion of all they have, and are, and can be,seems the only 
course possible to any one of them. This law of entire 
consecration and of broad inquiry, What wilt thou have 
me to do? and, Where can I best serve thee? seems as 
natural—yes, far more natural to them—than, How can 
I keep from breaking the decalogue? too often, alas! 
the limit of the modern Christian’s prudent query. 
Too often, as we look backward upon the splendid 
record of the early Christian Church, we take a one- 
sided view of its history, and draw the inference that 
as a result of their entire consecration the early Chris- 
tians reaped only losses, poverty, and martyrdom for 
this world, however glorious their crowns in heaven 
may have proved. We forget, virtually, the heroic and 
cultivated character attained by all of whom any 
record has been left. We forget that out of humble 
fishermen have been made the leaders who’ have 
molded the intellectual and political destinies of the 
world. We forget that from simple obedience to the 
golden rule—Christ’s one law for distinguishing his 
disciples—often broken and yet always dominant in the 
end—a handful of poor, illiterate men and women, 
some of them slaves, some originally moral outcasts, 
have actually subverted all the throne-existing govern- 
ments of the world, despite their seemingly irresistible 
power and grandeur. We look only at the apparent 
cost to them, and forget that a success that would a 
thousand-fold satisfy the desires of the most ambitious 
man or party the world has ever seen—success that 
thrilled even Napoleon Bonaparte with envy and 
amazement as he looked back upon it—has been given 
to a body of men, small at first, and considered as the 
off-scourings of the earth. 

We forget that all the real gains in the world, all 
the growth that now makes life worth living, either to 
individual men or to races, have been evolved from obe- 
dience to this one great law of giving. Brief as my 
words have been, I have said enough to show that I 
consider the law of giving one of the greatest and 
grandest God has given to man. I believe it the one 
law—I would rather say privilege—that more than any 
other takes man into union with God, and makes him 
kin of God and joint-heir with Jesus Christ. This last 
expression—heir with Christ—is enough to take one’s 
breath away, if it were not one of God’s own inspira- 
tion. Joint-heir with Christ! To what does that 
call us? What does that make possible, yes, obliga- 
tory, not merely of surrender and of self-denying, but 
of winning and of overcoming? In these nineteenth 
century days it is as if the world, filled so long with 
thoughts of self-denial and of losses and crosses 
borne for Christ, had suddenly awakened to the fact 
that there were other words in the gospel as well as 
these, and as if the glad privilege of gaining by giving, 
of being blessed in serving others, and of only owning 
this world really when one rises above it and of finding 
eternal life begun even here, reminded by apparent 


death and change, were just beginning to be made real 
tous. It is at all events being surely proved that true 
and sure and inevitable as the results of any natural 
law, are the wonderful results of the law of giving— 
Christ the first example, each individual Christian an- 
other, in proportion as he follows him, every church 
or society still more marked examples as they follow 
Christ in the way he so clearly outlined as the only way 
possible to his consistent disciples. 

If science had done the world no other good within 
the last two decades, the light it has cast upon practi- 
cal, social, and political economy in Christian lands has 
justified its claims to the regard of every honest man, 
while it has incontestably proved that Christianity is 
the wisest philosophy for this world, in addition to its 
spiritual claims for pre-eminence. There is not a ques- 
tion but that science will soon be recognized as the most 
valuable ally religion has ever had. 

At present it serves our purpose only to refer to the 
proofs it affords. by statistics of the direct influence in 
political power and material wealth in the lands where 
genuine Christianity prevails. Other proofs as con- 
vincing, in the same line, though not in exact scien- 
tific research—proofs found in the statistics of Chris- 
tian service—prove that wherever there is Christian 
giving or serving, there has been an unexpected but 
corresponding ratio of receiving back again—an almost 
startling reaction so to speak, so that it has been found 
impossible in the long run not to receive to one’s self 
lavishly in proportion as one has given. Do not mis- 
take me. I do not claim that froma church or a Chris- 
tian who has given five dollars or any stated sum to the 
Lord or to his cause, there has been found in return a 
church or a Christian to whom the Lord has returned 
the same sum plus interest. But I do claim, and the 
most convincing evidence will sustain me, that just in 
proportion as individuals or churches give of the best 
they have—and as Christ gave—of al/ they have, Christ 
takes them into his own perfect joy and, using them as 
they desired for others, to their utter surprise blesses 
them even with the gifts they gave to others, and fills 
their lives to entire satisfaction with friends, with in- 
fluence, with every real earthly good. It isa paradox but 
it is a truth that the men who give most possess most; 
that those who love most are most truly loved; that 
those who serve most are in the end most loyally 
served. These are seeming contradictions but they 
are daily being demonstrated as simple laws of life. 

It is beginning to be recognized as one of the most 
evident facts that no church can have any real, growing 
life that does not obey Christ’s broad law of giving. 
but that in exact proportion to a church’s faith and 
consecration to service is its growth in influence and 
prosperity. Unless the solemn signs of portent in the 
world fail, it is soon to be proved by the awful logic of 
events that just as the church is true or false to the 
great law of her Lord shall she master the world or 
be mastered by it, and her light go out in final dark- 
ness. But with gathering portents are deepening also 
signs of promise—none of them brighter or surer in 
their great significance than this new quickening of the 
church’s inspiration toward entire consecration and 
consistent, Christlike giving. a EK.

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MADAGASCAR. 

Mr. Shaw, the veteran missionary in Madagascar, 
has just issued a book in London on the Malagasy and 
the French invasion. One of the most interesting and 
valuable chapters is that on the present civil and re- 
ligious state of the people. He says: 

“It is not too much that no nation, with, perhaps, 
the exception of the Japanese, has made so much 
progress, and has shown so much vigor for develop- 
ment in civilization and Christianity, as the Malagasy, 
especially the Hovas, during the past twenty years. 
Since the late Queen, Ranavalona II., ascended the 
throne, giant strides have been made in social, political, 
and religious progress. The arts of civilization have 
been encouraged by those in authority. The people 
are well housed, well clothed, and well fed. The 
houses are better built, of better material, better ar- 
ranged, and well furnished with well made native 
furniture. Ornamentation of a civilized type has 
taken the place of the crude and often gaudy attempts 
of twenty years ago, and the silversmith and goldsmith 
find plenty of employment. Carpenters, stonemasons, 
blacksmiths, bootmakers, and tailors have also learned 
to turn out articles which would be no discredit to 
workmen in this country; while the best buildings in 
the capital would be no discredit to the finest city in 
the world. 

“Since 1875 vast strides in moral and spiritual 
progress have been made, and the social condition of 
the inhabitants has been vastly improved by the settle- 
ment of European missionaries among them. In all 
these districts superstition has been losing its hold 
upon the people; polygamy, if not absolutely abolished, 
has at any rate become very rare; and cleanly, whole- 
some habits have been taking the place of the old filth 
and discomfort. Divination and sorcery are almost un- 
heard of, and the people may, as a whole, be said to be 
all nominally Christian. 

“A complete change for the better has, during the 
past few years, come over these people. A desire for 
improvement is evinced, and a spirit of progress has 
taken possession of them. Their houses are no longer 
the filthy little hovels of one room only, which was 
made to answer for every purpose; their churches they 
have endeavored to make, both in outward appearance 
and in internal ornament, worthy of the worship to be 
conducted in them; and their clothing is no longer the 
small greasy piece of matting, or rofia cloth, but in this, 
too, they have striven to imitate the Europeans. So 
that on Sunday, in one of the better built churches, a 
stranger would not only see nothing to offend his taste, 
but he would find as much order and decorum among 
the well dressed worshipers as he would find at home.”

WATER. 


Elder Isaac Errett’s reply in the Christian Standard 
to my worthless (as he thinks it) article, also published 
April 30th in the HERALD headed, “Thus Saith the 
Lord,” could not be published in the HERALD until 
he had condensed it as published in the HERALD of last 
week. To this I now reply in hopes of uniting the Dis- 
ciple and Christian churches in converting the religious 
sect churches to Christianity. It is now as in Christ’s 
time on earth. It was his greatest and most difficult 
work to convert the Jews and Saul from religion to 
Christianity. 

1. Elder Errett, as editor of the Christian Standard, 
organ of the Disciple Church, is high authority for 
saying, “The Disciples are committed to no such non- 
sense as that we are to insist on what the Bible says 
without regard to what it means.” Most astounding 
declaration, that it is nonsense to insist on obeying what 
the Bible says! But so said all the sect churches, one 
by one, when they found their dogmatic theology was 
not “thus saith the Lord;”’ so said all the popes, skep- 
tics, infidels, and devils since the serpent told Eve 
that God did not mean what he said. You say, “We 
insist cn what God says in opposition to what man says 
—on the Bible.”” This contradicts what you first said, 
“That it is nonsense” to obey “what the Bible says.” 
You are “therefore in opposition to human creeds.” 
You say youare not “opposed to what man [Alexander 
Campbell] says on the Bible;’”’ and all your leaders in 
your opinion, credo or belief, of— 

2. What a few scraps of Scripture mean as interpret- 
ed by you, “taken away from their connection and 
used without regard to their textual import,” to-wit, 
“faith, repentance, confession, and immersion in water 
for or in order to get God to pardon our sins,” and only 
thus can weenterthekingdomof Gud. Theseare scraps 
of Bible nowhere thus stated. Again, “Repent and 
be baptized every one of you [in water] for the remis- 
sion of sins.’ Act 2:38. It does not sayso; it’s your 
opinion that it means thus; your credo, belief, of what 
the Bible teaches as you men understand. And— 

3. John 3: 5. You will not hear what Jesus says in 
next verse—the two births are born of the flesh, and 
born of the Spirit; no baptism mentioned in all that 
talk—but you go forward to the history of conversions 

_ and say, “Were baptized in water, and thus entered into 
the kingdom.” No such statements in the Scriptures, 
hat any one ever got his sins pardoned “and thus en- 
tered into the kingdom” by or because of being im- 
mersed in water. No promise that any one ever shall 
be pardoned by or in the act of beingimmersed in water. 
Again, we call for this Scripture statement. Yet this 
is your creed, and you are in favor of it, and by it you 
reject from your creed church (formed about 1827) all 
the Christians of all churches who bear the fruit of the 
spirit of Christ, by which Jesus says, ‘Ye shall know 
them.” Matt.7: 16. Not by water baptism, as you 
say. You have aGod-given right to your individual 
opinion, that all passages speaking of baptism mean 
baptizing sinners in water to get God to pardon their 
sins, yet none of these passages say so. But you have 
no more right than the Pope to reject from your church 
fellowship all who do not adopt your opinions and aid 
you in your “nonsense” of “raising a storm’ against 
whatthe Bible says. ‘‘Let every man be fully persuaded 
in his own mind;” “Hast thou faith? have it to thyself 
before God;” “Every one of us shall give account of 
himself to God.” Rom. 14: 5, 12, 22. ‘‘Whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive remission of sins;” “Be 
baptized, which have received the Holy Ghost.” Acts 
10: 43,47. “If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt besaved.”” Rom. 
10: 9. “Confess our sins, he will forgive us.” I. John 
1: 9. “Repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached throughout the world.” Luke 24: 47. And 
many others might be cited where no reference is made 
to baptism in water before pardon of sins or salvation 
is obtained. There is no statement in the Bible that 
he that is not baptized in water shall bedamned. Then 
why reject all who are not baptized in water, and be 
more just than God, move pure than your Maker? 

6. “Disposition” I used in brackets to explain what 
the Holy Ghost gives us. But we should expect those 
who reject and speak words against the Holy Ghost, 
and say they know nothing about it, to showa bad 


disposition and ‘misrepresent by prefixing “is a” dispo- 
sition. 


the o!d, that by the word “therefore” it is shown first a 
baptism of soul into his death, therefore, or because of 
this, we are or were buried with him. 

8. Baptism, “the answer of a good conscience.” You 
say “‘a good conscience is free from guilt.” If free from 
guilt, all sins are pardoned and baptism is performed 
afterward to answer this good conscience; hence, for be- 
cause of, and not in order to, pardon. “Every one that 
loveth is born of God.” I. John 4: 7. When I loved 
God, and hated and repented of my sins and resolved 
to obey the Lord, I was filled with a joy of soul inex- 
pressible and full of gladness; had a good conscience. 
But to willfully omit being baptized in water I would 
feel guilty, being taught water baptism. A Quaker boy 
not taught or able to understand as I, owing to his 
false teaching, if immersed at once, would be doing it 
not of faith, which is sin. (Rom. 14: 23.) - Every act 
of obedience is answer to a good conscience. No non- 
essentials. 

9. “IT indeed baptize you in water unto repentance.” 
Matt.3: 11. Ah, here is the question again, “Is it the 
repentance or the water baptism that procures pardon?” 
The repentance is the first; secondly, the water. Dare 
you say the repentance does not immerse, baptize, or 
overwhelm the soul or inner man, or have we no soul 
but the body? no mind but the brain? Does baptism 
of repentance everywhere mean only an engulfing of the 
body in water? Is repentance identical with water? 
are they one and the same? Repentance and water the 
same thing! John required first fruit meet for repent- 
ance; the viper, proud spirit of being Abraham’s chil- 
dren, to be out. Luke 3: 3, “John came into all the 
country about Jordan preaching the baptism of repent- 
ance for the remission of sins.” Not water. Jesus 
preached repentance first. Matt. 4: 17; Mark 1: 17. 
The twelve disciples’ first preaching was repentance. 
Mark 6: 12. The twelve apostles’ first preaching after 
Pentecost was repentance. Acts 2: 38 and 3: 19. 

10. Bible says, ““Baptize in the name of Jesus Christ 
for remission.” Again, Is itthename of Jesus ‘through 
faith in his name” or water baptism that secures par- 
don? I did not say Jesus’ name was anelement. Itis 
you that thinks all baptism is of the body in an element 
before pardon. A little familiarity with spiritual things 
that are spiritually discerned would save you from the 
absurdity of baptizing sinners before they “have received 
the Holy Spirit.” Acts10: 47. But I know you never 
have seen, and I fear never will believe what the Bible 
says. It’s “nonsense” to your opinion of what men say 
it means. 

11. “The devils believe and tremble.” But they have 
not faith, hence belief and faith are not always thesame 
and interchangeable as you usethem. No onecan have 
faith, “‘a confiding trust” in God, before a godly sorrow 
for sin and repentance toward God. Hence the Bible 
order is—l. Repentance; 2. Faith; 3. Baptism. No 
place in the Scriptures is faith placed before repentance. 
Where is one instance? It is not there. Belief or a 
dead faith, which the devils and sinners have, is be- 
fore repentance, but this is not faith, a confiding 
trust. 

12. If pardon is obtained in baptism in water, in the 
midst, at the instant when half the immersion is per- 
formed, you too have pardon when half baptized. You 
do not seem to know there is any but the body part of 
man; the immersion of it in water pardons. 

13. No controversy on the mode of baptism. I say 
Christ, nor yet any one of his apostles or followers, ever 
sprinkled or poured water on any one for Christian water 
baptism for about two hundred and fifty years after 
Christ came. 

14. Your firstassertion is contradicted by yoursecond. 
You indicate that we can not or should not be allowed to 
become a citizen of thekingdom of Godin accordance to 
our individual credo or belief of what God requires. 
Then Pope or Protestant must unrighteously interfere 
to put us in by baptizing us “into the name of Jesus 
Christ’”’ (as you change the baptismal ceremony), or have 
us renounce our own will for the will of the Lord (as 
you or the Pope understands the Bible to “teach’’), not 
what it ‘“nonsensically’’ says. By your following up 
this rule you are exercising popish rule, and are nearly 
ready to fellowship the Roman Catholic Church—you 
proclaim that you alone are infalliby correct. Disciple 
brethren, “beware.” 

We rejoice that you admit what God says to be better 
than what man says; that you will not admit of gcrap- 
ping the Scriptures; that the spirit of God leads to re- 


pentance and faith through the gospel. ‘There is no 
law commanding us to break bread every first day of 
the. week.” ‘“Unbelief excludes from salvation, and 
there is no need to mention anything else.” Then please 
do not say lacking to be immersed in water excludes‘rom 
salvation or your church fellowship. Those who had 
received the Holy Ghost, and of course pardoned, were 
baptized afterward; that godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance untosalvation. (II. Cor. 8: 10.) Here we have 
salvation, pardon, before water baptism. Now if you 
will do as you admit, “to allow every man to have his 
own creed and obey accordingly, is a personal and civil 
right with which neither Protestant nor Catholic can 
righteously interfere;’’ your failing to live out this last 
has kept the two churches apart. In future live out 
what you here say, and we are one people—one church 
of Christians. What if we do differ in our opinions of 
what the Bible means? No two men, or objects on 
earth, are alike; no two minds are alike, and their teach- 
ing and make-up differ. The Bible says the same to all, 
but all are not the same. 

Disciple brethren, will you in future believe and 
preach as you understand, but receive the Quaker or 
others in church fellowship without immersion in water 
until they be taught and understand it their duty to be 
baptized in water; fellowship the Christian spirit and 
purpose of the man, not fellowship or indorsement of 
his own baptism? God will not charge you with his sin 
of not being baptized. If he bear the fruit of the spirit 
of Christ he is his, viz., love, joy, peace, long suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, meekness, temperance, faith (Gal. 
5), by these “‘ye shall know them.” He that is weak in 
the faith, receive ye. It isacrying sin and strength- 
ening of the Roman Church if we do not unite thus. 
Will we do it? I shall do all in my power to effect the 
union.

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
[Adopted by Miami (Ohio) Conference.] 

Your committee would desire to show a fuller report 
of the Sunday-schools of this conference than is here- 
with submitted. In many cases some of the items have 
been left blank. This is especially true of enrol!ments 
and of the average attendance. So the aggregates 
necessarily fall short of the actual numbers. Out of 
the thirty-eight schools which have reported, twenty- 
four have school during the twelve months. Of those 
schools that do not run the entire year many make an 
excellent showing, which is only a prophecy of what 
might be accomplished if the schools were not neglect- 
ed four or six months of the year. 

Your committee believe that the Sunday-school 
literature of the Christian Church is as good as the 
best, nor will it suffer from comparison with other Sun- 
day-school literature ‘in price if quality is considered. 
There is no reason why our people should not uniyersal- 
ly patronize our own literature. And yet your com- 
mittee is compelled to report that some of the largest 
and wealthiest schools of this conference see fit to get 
their literature of other publishers. A school reports 
ten different papers taken, and not one of our own 
publications is found on the list; and this state of 
things is further aggravated by the fact that the pastors 
of some of these schools have or have had at least 
official connection with our publishing interests. It 
seems to us that this is a matter that demands special 
attention. It is not enough to adopt it simply; there 
should be such a sentiment worked up on this question 
that schools and pastors will not have (shall we say the 
effrontery?) to report that they are untrue to our de- 
nominational interests. 

A glance at the reports from the schools shows a 
lack of method in getting the Sunday, quarterly, and 
annual reports. A long felt want has, we think, been 
supplied by Bro. E. A. DeVore in the preparation of a 
Complete Secretary and Class-Book. Your committee 
has examined the book and are sure that it will be of 
great value to the schools, in forming methodical habits 
and securing fuller reports. It is recommended to the 
patronage of the conference.

When the light of a noble life goes out, whose faith 
in the value of others’ interests was too large to leave 
room for anything selfish to grow, it is well to pause at 
“the grave of buried love, and there meditate.” 

Of the life and work of Helen (Hunt) Jackson, who 
died in San Francisco on Wedaesday, August 12th, to 
those of our subscribers who read the Jndependent or 
Christian Union little needs be said of its extent or 
character. Apart from her literary ability and her oc- 
cupation as a story-writer and contributor to the maga- 
zines, she grew, by careful study and observation, to be 
one of the best informed persons in this country con- 
cerning the rights, interests, and wants of the western 
Indian tribes. In 1881 she was appointed by the 
United States Government as one of two commission- 
ers to examine and report upon the condition and needs 
of the Mission Indians of California. The report to 
which Mrs. Jackson’s name is first signed, is dated at 
Colorado Springs, July 13, 1883, and is a thoroughly 
business-like document of thirty-five pages. In one of 
her last letters, dated July 27, 1885, she says: 

“] feel that my work is done, and I am heartily, hon- 
estly, and cheerfully ready to go. In fact, lam glad to 
go. You have never fully realized how for the last four 
years my whole heart has been full of the Indian cause 
—how I have felt, as the Quakers say, ‘a concern’ to 
work for it. My ‘Century of Dishonor’ and ‘Ramona’ 
are the only things I have done of which I am glad now. 
The rest is of no moment. They will live and they will 
bear fruit. They already have. The change in public 
feeling on the Indian question in the last three years is 
marvelous; an Indian Rights Association in every large 
city intheland..... Every word of the Indian history 
in ‘Ramona’ is literally true, and it is being re-enacted 
here every day.” 

The C vristian Union says: 

“Mrs, Jackson died faraway from home and kindred; 
but the spirit with which she met death may be seen in 
a further extract which we are permitted to make from 
the letter already mentioned. It would be difficult to 
imagine a worthier endivg to a life marked by steady 
progress in the direction of unselfish aims: 

“*As you say, We may meetand ‘smile over these solic- 
itudes.’ But I do not think we shall—and I want you to 
know that I am looking with almost an eager interest 
into the ‘undiscovered country,’ and leaving this earth 
with no regret except that I have not accomplished more 
work; especially that it was so late in the day when I 
began to work in real earnest. But I do not doubt we 
shall keep on working. Do you not believe so? Any 
other conception of existence is to me monstrous. It 
seems to me almost impossible that we shall not be able 
to return to this earth and see our loved ones. Whether 
we can in any way communicate with them I doubt— 
but that we can see them I believe.’ ” 

Mrs. Jackson, physically, was nearly always a great 
sufferer. Yet her dying thought was not of rest but 
work—‘leaving earth with no regret except that I 
have not accomplished more work.” And again, “I do 
not doubt we shall keep on working. Any other con- 
ception of existence is to me mons/rous.”” How natural, 
people used to close, hard work, find their largest hap- 
piness in what they accomplish! Lf so here, why not 
hereafter?

THE SACREDNESS OF.HUMAN LIFE. 

_If our daily papers teach us one thing more emphat- 
ically than another, it is the rapid increase in the num- 
ber of suicides. The sin has multiplied itself sixfold 
during this century, The spread of education has in- 
creased and not diminished it. The crime is most com- 
mon of all in lands famous for intellectual activity. 

If we go to the root of the matter, we find that the 
question of suicide is one of the sharpest points dis- 
criminating between the pagan and Christian concep- 
tion of virtue. With some notable exceptions, the 
pagan world approved it. Pythagoras forbade it, on 
the ground that no one had a right to depart from the 
post where God had placed him. Aristotle based his 
objection on the duty of the citizen to the state. 
Plutarch thought it cowardly, and the Neoplatonists 
disapproved the act as involving a perturbation, and 
therefore a pollution, of the soul. But the popular 
voice of the pagan world approved it, and it was the 
culminating point of Roman stoicism. 

On the contrary, Christianity emphatically declared 
for the absolute sacredness of human life; and its moral 
teaching on this subject was enforced by the most 
stringent enactments. No religious rites were allowed 
for the suicide; his property was confiscated, his corpse 
subjected to many indignities. Before the Reforma- 
tion suicide was very rare, almost equally rare after it. 
The great revival of it occurred during the French 
Revolution; for then a general and hopeless atheism 
weakened the chief counteracting influence, and the 
laws against it were mostly abolished. 

The Christian code of morals declares suicide to bea 
There is no crime by which men appear so 
formally to renounce the protection of God. The sui- 
cide takes no account of responsibility to a higher 
Power. He asserts life to be a mistake, and then de- 
liberately translates the conviction into a fatal reality; 
although from the very nature of the sin, he has left 
himself no room for repentance. 

Mr. Buckle admits that the frequency of suicide ‘‘is 
mainly determined by religious causes;’’ that is, the 
growing skepticism of the age is responsible for the in- 
creasing number of suicides. Wherever there isa sin- 
cere trust in God, misery does not bring forth self-de- 
struction. It sets in brighter relief the pre-eminent 
passive Christian virtues of patience, resignation, long- 
suffering, meekness, and docility toa higher Will. Men 
commit suicide when they are desperate. But despera- 
tion comes far more frequently through crime than 
through misery. A man will endure hunger, thirst, 
torture, and cling to life, but when he is red with crime, 
and hunted by remorse, he loses heart, and comes as 
naturally to self-murder as others of his kind come to 
the gallows. This was the desperation that drove 
Judas to go and hang himself. ‘ 

Suicides of our own day occur very frequently from 
a contemptible vanity and self-consciousness. The 
lover cocks his pistol at every turn of an intrigue. It 
may be broadly stated that a pure and true love never 
drives a man to suicide. It is the illicit passion, 
the unholy ties between men and women that are sun- 
dered by self-murder. We can scarcely lift a newspaper 
without meeting one or two incidents which prove this 
position. The love that is sheltered in lawful home 
ties can do everything and bear everything for the sake 


of those dependent on it. Next to the want of strong 
religious convictions, the great stimulant to suicide is 
to be found in the intercourse of men and women not 
bound by family ties. 

“I am tired of life,” say another class of suicides, ss | 
have tried it and found it a weariness.” Such people 
are not tired of life, they are tired of the want of life, 
What they need is real work, some one they honestly love 
to work for. Did Wesley tire of lite? Is Edison ready 
to commit suicide? Does any honest worker find life a 
weariness? What really wearies men is living for the 
indulgence’ of their passions only; using up in their 
gratification the life and material God gave them for 
pure happiness. Thus what is falsely called a career 
of “pleasure” frequently ends in suicide. 

Weak men sometimes also imagine it to be a fine, 
courageous thing to dismiss their own souls. It is not 
courage, it is a want of sensibility and reflection rather 
than courage. But whatever name men give to their 
motives for suicide, there is the atheistical spirit under- 
lying everything—that spirit which is never satisfied, 
which detects evil everywhere, and withholds its love 
from whatever it can not understand. Therefore we 
feel very little sympathy for suicides. How can we re- 
spect people destitute of faith, courage, loyalty, and en- 
thusiasms? While Faust mocks in unholy cynicism 
we despise him, but our human interest is roused at 
once by his passion of tears when the Easter bells re- 
call his innocent childhood, and the phial of poison is 
flung away in a momentary return of his childhood’s 
faith. 

Skepticism is fruitful of suicide; faith prevents it— 
faith in God and the cultivation of home ties. The man 
who can trust his Maker, and who loves his wife and 
children, is beyond the power of the sneaking devil who 
whispers “Suicide.” He faces the world, he lives the life 
of Christ among men, shares in the work of the world, 
and is a witness for God among the faithless. Such 
men may fall and fall again, but they learn their weak 
points, and the sight of their efforts does others good; 
while they are fighting their own battle they are bless- 
ing and helping all around them. For, if crime isa 
living thing, and begets others of its kind, virtue 
has a still more vigorous vitality, and every Christian 
who cheerfully and patiently endures affliction and 
the contradiction of evil fortune is a witness for God’s 
eternal faithfulness and mercy, which the desperate and 
the despairing must respect. 

“The door is open; when you will, you can leave off 
playing the game of life,” said the pagan Epictetus. 
The Christian knows a higher rule; his times “are in 
God’s hands,” and all the days that are appointed he 
waits “until his change come;” then 

‘“* Happy is he that heareth 
The signal of his release; 
In the bells of the holy city 
The chimes of eternal peace.”’ 
—Christian Union,

JEHOVAH. 

I confess my disappointment and dismay on the dis- 
covery that our revisers did not restore the grand and 
heavenly name of Jehovah to the God of the universe. 
True, this sublime name is peculiar to the Old Testa- 
ment, but this renders it no less desirable. No other 
word like Jehovah expresses the whole supreme and 
heavenly being of God. Next to the grand name 
Jehovah is Elohim, expressing an attribute of God as 
power; but even H’lohim, far more beautiful than the 
word God, might in some measure have compensated 
for the suppression of the grandest of all names; but, 
as Jehovah had to give place to Lord, so Elohim must 
give place to the word God. 

Some have some comfort in the supposition that the 
word God signifies good; but of this there is doubtful 
evidence. It possibly signifies to shine. Elohim sig- 
nifies power, but Jehovah signifies existence of itself, 
as “he that is,” or “is who he is,” or “Jehovah lives.” 
Jehovah is supreme, exalted, not common. “By my 
name JEHOVAH was I not known to them.” The 
word does not occur at first in Genesis, and when it did 
ocour was probably not understood at first, they appre- 
hending power more fully than perfection. 

A glorious opportunity was lost in the revision of the 
Old Testament where there was every opportunity to 
magnify God by retaining his own highest name Jehovah.

Levi Croll was born in Cumberland County, Pennsyl- 
vania, September 24, 1830; died at his home in Frank- 
lin, Ohio, August 22, 1885, aged 54 years, 10 months, 
and 28 days. The subject of this notice was of more 
than ordinary prominence and usefulness in his town 
and community. He was also an example of what the 
young men of our land may make of themselves through 
that industry and integrity by which the wisest and 
best of our countrymen have risen to fortune and use- 
fulness. For more than thirty years he had been en- 
gaged in different business enterprises in Franklin. In 
all of these his frank, kindly, and honest ways as a 
business man, won for him the public confidence, and 
secured success in every enterprise. In the course of 
time he became the principal party in founding the 
First National Bank of Franklin, and was made presi- 
dent of this prosperous and solidly-founded banking- 
house. His relation to this institution, with that of 
other trusted men of our city, has made it one of the 
most reliable houses of its character in the Miami 
Valley. 

Religiously, Bro. Croll was, in sentiment and by 
choice, with the Christians in all their local and gen- 
eral work. Longer than under any one else, he was a 
hearer under the ministry of Elder James Maple. Bro. 
Maple’s preaching and example had struck deep into 
the soul and life of Levi Croll and largely made him 
what he was to the church and to the world. When 
Bro. McWhinney made a bold strike for the large sub- 
scriptions that sent up the stately walls of the Frank- 
lin Church and finally finished an edifice of beauty 
and strength to the Lord, Mr. Croll was one of the first 
to give impetus to the enterprise by a generous subscrip- 
tion. Through all the years since, a liberal sum has 
been annually written opposite his name. As the pen 
was laid down it was his wont to say, “Come again if 
more is needed.” 

Bro. Croll, with his family with him, was one of my 
most regular hearers. Nor did there sit in the pews a 
more earnest and appreciative hearer. God made his 
earnest look and his open, honest, expressive face to be 
one of my most helpful inspirations to thought and ut- 
terance. How I now miss him! But in the presence 
of his bereft companion and children in the same pew, 
I have an appreciated measure of compensation. 

In all the qualities of a true citizen, a friend and 
benefactor to the community, a husband of devotion: 
and a father of overmastering affection, the deceased 
possessed sterling worth. Entering as he did upon a 
business career in his early years, and delighting in its 
characteristic life, and stir, and burdens, it is probable 
that all this was too much for any ordinary physical 
endurance. At all events, some two years since slight 
premonitions of paralysis set in—just enough to warn 
and make anxious, while still clear in mind for the 
sanctuary and for business consideration. At intervals 
were felt those singular twinges that came like 
skirmishers before a resistless assault. At last the 
storm of fatal attack broke upon the strong citadel. 
The “last enemy” was victor; a happy home was sad; 
a whole community was in grief; hundreds of friends 
from near and far—Qhio and adjacent states—gather- 
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DECAY OF ROMANISM IN MEXICO. 


About half the cathedrals and churches in Mexico 
are no longer used for worship, and they have been 
stripped of everything that will burn or can be sold. 
Since the revolution which ended with the death of 
Maximilian, the church, at one time more potent than 
the government, has been in a state of seeming decay. 
It still controls the minds and morals of the common 
people, and in the country provinces the padre is the 
most influential citizen; but the revolutionists de- 
prived him of his political power, and robbed him of 
the wealth he held in the name of the church. Every 
monastery and convent was seized by the government, 
all the church property was denounced and confiscated, 
and the church is no longer permitted to hold real 
estate. Most of its revenues are cut off, and private 
citizens are now invested with the titles to church 
property, which they hold as trustees. Many cathedrals 
have been stripped of their gold and silver ornaments, 
the shrine of the miraculous Virgin of Guadalupe 
alone having been spared, and that only because she is 
the patron saint of Mexico. In this church, which 
stands at the top of a hill five miles from the city, on 
the spot where the Virgin is said to have appeared to 
the shepherd, there is a balustrade seventy feet long 
and three feet high of solid silver. Not long ago an 
enterprising American offered to replace it with a 
silver-plated affair of the same design and pay a 
bonus of $300,000, but the church authorities declined 
the offer. The solid silver chandelier in the cathedral 
at Puebla was recently melted down, and made 6,000 
silver dollars.—C orrespondence New York Sun.

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THE MAIL IN CHINA. 


But as regards letters, a considerable 
proportion of the 400,000,000 Chinamen 
do occasionally exchange letters, those 
who can not write for themselves hiring 
scribes to do so. These letters are con- 
signed to firms which have houses in all 
tie large towns, where letters are forward- 
ei to distant ports, to be there distributed 
by special agenis, who generally collect 
the postage from the receiver. There 
was certainly something comic in the fact 
that when China was no longer able to 
exclude foreigners from Pekin, our 
British postal arrangements were no 
sooner established than some of the im 
perial officials came to ask Sir Frederick 
Bruce to forward certain state documents 
for them between Pekin and Canton. 
On the death of the emperor, Hein-fung, 
which occurred just at that time, intima- 
tion thereof was sent from his country 
palace (a distance of 600 li., which is up- 
ward of 200 miles).in twenty-four hours, 
which is the highest speed attainable in 
China. But the placid celestials, to 
whom hurry appears a form of vulgar 
impatience, and to whom telegraphs are 
an abomination, are content that all or- 
dinary communications should be con- 
veyed either by slow paddling or poling- 
boats, or else by foot-runners, whose 
high-sounding title of ‘the thousand- 
mile horse’’ does not quicken their pac 
beyond about twelve miles in twenty-four 
hours. Theycarry a paper lantern and a 
paper umbrella, and their letter-bag is 
secured on their back by a cloth knotted 
across the chest.—Casse/l's Family Mag-

A WONDERFUL CLOCK. 





A clock that will run 400 days without 
winding is on exhibition in a down-town 
window. It stands under a glass shade 
about fifteen inches, and is of very simple 
construction. The only apparent differ- 
ence between it and a Connecticut clock 
of novel design is that, in place of a pen- 
dulum, it has a time measure of equal 
exactitude in the shape of a rotary disk of 
brass containing springs, which wind and 
unwind as it turns first in one direction 
and then the other. The clock is an 
European invention, and attracts con- 
siderable attention from passers-by. A 
salesman, in explaining its mechanism to 
a reporter, said: ‘There have been for- 
mer inventions of clocks to run as long a 
time as this, but never on any such prin- 
ciple or with any success, as they never 
proved at all accurate. Until this clock 
was perfected, no one ever produced a 
clock of plain construction and general 
usefulness that would run longer than a 
week or fortnight at the farthest. A view 
of this wonder would have delighted 
Hugens, the father of clock-makers, who 
produced the first time-piece in the shape 
of a clock 250 years ago.’’—NMew York 
Mail and Express.

In the. latest 
observation a peculiar flashing of its 
light was noticed. The comet is in the 
western evening sky and is moving east- 
ward. It will soon enter the upraised 
arm of the constellation Bootes. 


—lItis reported here that the Govern- 
ment of India has arranged a convention 
with Beloochistan, by the terms of which 
the latter is to assist Afghanistan with 
30,000 troops in the event of a Russo- 
Afghan war. In return Beloochistan is 
to be subsidized equally with Afghanistan, 
and Quettah railway is to be connected 
with Kelat, the capital of Beloochistan.
